The humble Petition of the Lords and Commons 
in Parhament a{ſembled. 


Our. Majeſties moſt humble and faithfull Subjets, the 

Lords and Commons afſembled in Pariiament, have late- 
ly receiveda Petition from a great number of the Gentry, Free- 
holders.,and other mhabitants of the County of T-rb, aflembled 
there by Your Majeſties Command the third of June, wherein 
they declareunto Us , That having taken a reſolution to adarecſſe 
themſelves unto Your Majeſtie in the humble way of a Petition, for 
the redreſſe of thoſe Grievances which they now lie under , they were 
violently interrupted and affronted therein by the Earle of Lynſey, 
the Lord Savill, and others, and notwithflanding all the meancs thy 
could uſe to preſent their juſt deſires to Your AMajeſtie , yet they conld 
not prevail with Your Maſeſtte to accept of their Petition ; .The 
Copie whereof they have ſent to us, with an humble Deſire, 
T hat we would take ſuch courſe therein as may tead to the Preſerya- 
tion of their Liberties , and the Peace of the Kine4om; And that we 
would addreſſe onr ſelves to Your Majeſiie in their behalf, that by 
our means their deſires miy frnde better accettation with Your Ma- 
jeſtie; Whereupon, having ſeriouſly weighed, and conſidered 
the particulars of thoſe their Complaints and Deſires, as they 
are laid down in their Petition ,/and finding; that the Grievan- 
ces they complain of are the increaſe of the Miſcrtes formerly 
ſuſtained by that Countie ,, (which hath well-migh for three 

reers laſt paſt been the T ragicall Stage of Armies and War) 

reaſon of Your Majcſtes diſtance in Relrdence, and difter- 


ence in Counſels from Your: great Councell the Parliament, 
begetting great diſtempers and diſtractions thorowout the 
A 2 . Kmg- 
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Kingdom, and eſpecially in that Countie; "The drawing to 
thoſe Parts great numbers of diſcontentedPerſons. that may 
too juſtly be feared do affect the publike Ruine for their pri- 
vate advantage; The drawing together of man Companies 
of the Trained Bands.,and others both Horſe and Foot of that 
Countie, and retaming multitudes of Commanders and Cava- 
hers from other parts; The daily refort of Recuſants to Your 
Majeſttes Court at T4rk, I he great preparations of Arms and 
other warh;ke Proviſions;to the great terrour and amazement 
of Your Majeſties peaceable Subjetts,and.caufing agreatdecay 
of Trade and Commerce amongſt them. Alland every of 
which Particularsare againſt the- Law, which Your Majeſtie 
hath made ſo many and1o frequent Profeſlions to-uphold and 
maintam. And the Lords and Commons findmg on the other 
{ide their humble defires to be; That Your Majeſtie would 
hearken to Your Parliament,and deelining a}: other Counſels 
whatſoever, nite Your Confidence to Your Parhament. and 
that Your Majeſtie would not: divide Your Subjedts joynt 
dutie to Your Majeſtie,the Parhament and Kingdom, nor de- 
ſtroy the E{lence of Your great Councell and higheſt Court,by 
ſubjecting the Determinations and Counſels thereof to the 
Counſclls ani Opmions of any private perſcns whatſoever 3. 
That Your Majeſtic having paſſedan A&, That this Parliament 

{hall not be diſlolved,butby Ac of Parliament, Your Majeſty 
would not do any thing tending thereunto , by commanding 
away the Lords and great Officers, whoſe attendance is nece{- 
fary thereunto z That Your Majeſtie having expreſſed Your 
confidence m the affections of that Countie, You would pleaſe: 
to diſmiulle Yourextraordinary Guards.,and the Cavaliers and: 
others of that qualitie, who ſeem to have little Intereſt or Af- 
fection to the publike gocd , their language and behaviour 
ſpeaking nothing but Diviſion and War , and their advantage 
conſiſting in that which 1s moſt.deſtrutiye to others. And

laſtly,that in fach Conſultations and Propoſitions as Your Ma- 
jeſtie maketh to that Countie, ſuch may not be thruſt upon 
them as men of that Countie, that nenher by ther forrune or 
reſidence are any part of it. 


AVE which their humble and moſt juſt defires being ac- 
cording to Law , which Your Majeſtie hath fo often declared 
ſhould be the Meaſure and. Rule of Your Government and 
AGions; And we Your Majeſties moſt faithfull SubjeQs the 
Lords and Commons fully concurring with the Genttemen and 
others of the Countie of York, m their Aflurance that thoſe de- 
fires of theirs will abundantly redound to the glory of God, 
the honourand ſafety of YourMajeſtie, the goed of Your Po- 
ſteriry, and the Peace and Proſperity of this Kingdom 3 we 
humbly beſeech Your Majeſtie gractoully to hearken unto 
them, and to. grant them 3 and that You would joyn with 
Yeur Parliament ma ſpeedy. and citettuall conrfe for the Pre-

ſceming to diiclaim it, did not recetve ; conceiving tt not 
to be of ſo Þ:4bltfiea nature, as to be fit to be pzeiented | 
02 received in that place : And Yis MPajeſtte 18 moft con- 
fident, (and in that mult appeal to tyole were then pze- 
ſent) that what ever the ſubſtance of that Petifton 
was, it was not conſented to by any conſiderable num 
ber of Gentry, o2 Freeholders of this County ; but ſolt- 
cited,by a few,mean inconſiderable perſons, and diltfied, 
and viſibly d1ſcotntenanced by the great Body of the.
